for a man with sixty-five years weigh­ 
ing on his bent shoulders, and serious­ 
ly ill in addition.

City, Mr. Wray was assisted to his 
home, and last 
night 
about 
nine 
o'clock he passed 
over the eternal 
bridge which spans the river of life. 
Death was due to a paralytic stroke. 
“ Jim ” Wray was well and favora­ 
bly known to every employee of the 
Pan Handle between Cambridge City 
and Madison, and had many friends 
in every city, town, hamlet and cross­ 
road stop along the Pennsylvania line. 
He leaves a wife and two sons; one is 
the agent for the Pan Handle in Sey­ 
mour and the other a solicitor tor the 
same road. 
There are few railroad runs any­ 
where in the country, which have 
alw Ays run as close to schedule time 
as the division of the Pennsylvania 
and Jim Wray took mad* pride in that 
fact. 
His death marks the passing 
away of one of th© oldest active rail­ 
road 
engineers in the State, and a 
pioneer of the Local division, a man 
who was associated with the road in 
the old ‘‘calico days.”

I call your attention and the atten­ 
tion of the nation to the prevalence of 
crime among us and, above all, to the 
epidemic of lynching aud mob violence 
that spring* up now in one part of our 
country, now in another. 
Each sec­ 
tion. north, south, east or west, has 
its own faults. 
No section eau with 
wisdom spend its time Jeering at the 
faults of another section. 
It should be 
busv trying to amend its own shorty 
comings. 
To deal with the crime of 
corruption it Is necessary to have an 
awakened public conscience and to 
supplement this by whatever legisla­ 
tion will add speed aud certainty In 
the execution of the law. 
When we 
tleal with lynching even in ne is neces­ 
sary. 
A great many white men are 
lynched, but the crim' is peculiarly 
frequent in respect to black mea. The 
greatest existing cause of lynching is 
the perpetration, especially by black 
men, of the hideous crime of rape, the 
most abominable in all the category 
of crimes, even worse than murder. 
Lawlessness grows by what it feeds 
upon and when mobs b e in to lynch 
for rape they 
speedily 
extend the 
sphere of their operations and lynch 
for many other kinds of crimes, so that 
two-thirds ‘of the lynchings are not 
for rape at all, while a considerable 
proportion of the Individ uals lynched 
tire innocent of all crime. 
There is but one safe rule in dealing 
with black men a s with while men 
It is the same rule that must lie ap­ 
plied in dealing with rich men aud 
poor men that is. to treat each luau, 
whatever his color, his creed or his so 
elal position, with even handed justice 
on his real worth as a uniu. 
White 
as much to tbem- 
owe It quite 
the colored race to treat 
who shows by 


people 
se lv e s as to 
well the col 'red man 
bls life that lie deserves such treatment. 


by this very congress. There must be 
a stern refusal to be misled into fal­ 
lowing either that base creature who 
appeals and panders to the lowest In­ 
stincts and passions In order to arouse 
one set of Americans against their fel­ 
lows or that other creature, equally 
base, but uo baser, who in a spirit of 
greed or to accumulate or add to an 
already huge fortune seeks to exploit 
his fellow Americans with callous dis 
regard to their welfare of soul and 
body. The man who debauches others 
in order to obtain a high office stands 
on an evil equality of corruption with 
the man who debauches others for 
financial profit, aud when hatred is 
sown the crop which springs up can 
only be evil. 
The plain people wrho think—Hie me­ 
chanics, farmers, merchants, workers 
with head or hand, the men to whom 
American traditions are dear, who love 
their country arni try to aet decently 
by their neighbor*—owe it to them­ 
selves to remember that the most dam­ 
aging blow that can be given popular 
government is to elect an unworthy 
aud sinister agitator on a platform of 
violence and hypocrisy. 
Railroad Em ployee*’ Hoar*. 
I call your attention to the need of 
passing the bill limiting the number of 
hours of employment of railroad em 
ployees. The measure Is a very moder­ 
ate one, and I can conceive of no serb 
out objection to It. 
Indeed, so far as 
it Is in our power, It should be our aim 
steadily to reduce the number of hours 
of labor, with as a goal the general In­ 
troduction of an eight bour day. There 
ar© industries In which It Is not i>os- 
slMe that the hours of labor should 
be reduced. Just as there are communi­ 
ties not far enough advanced for such 
a movement to be for their good, or, lf 
In the tropics, so situated that there is 
uo analogy between their needs and 
ours In this matter.

Greatest Menace to Noble Township. ” 
n the beginning of Sunday night’s ser­ 
mon he referred to the one on the 
Ten Plagues,” and said it was a aer 
mon which would apply pretty well 
to almost every community, while the 
subject about to be considered could 
be preached in 
every church with 
equal fitness. 
The speaker said, ‘ * that every city, 
town and commraunity under heaven 
needed more of the pnre, undefiled 
religion of Jesus Christ. 
The religion 
lived bv individuals of today, as in 
the past, is not up to the standard of 
the world’s knowledge of Christian­ 
ity. 
We have more religion in the 
bead than in the heart. 
We know to 
act, but we fail to put our knowledge 
into 
execution. 
Paul, 
the 
great 
apostle, said for believers in Jesus 
Christ not to become entangled with 
the things of [this world, but, friends, 
you know as well as I, that the mod 
em Christian becomes so engrossed 
with the world, that it is easy for him 
to forget his Goddam! his Savior. 
“ There are many menaces to every 
community, and when we look around 
us, we so m e tim e s think that in this

Owen Kildare, the man 
who was'won out of the slums of the 
Bowery in New York bv the kindness 
of a lady school 
teacher, says the 
world should get better acquainted. 
In the crowded streets of th© cities yon 
don’t know or care who is vonr next- 
door neighbor, and out here in 
country, where is the kindness 
genuine hopitality of fifty years ago 
Mr. Kildare had friends in a tenement 
in New York who were needy and one 
hard cold winter he was carrying a 
of coal to them up the many 
stairs. 
When he was half 
way up he stopped to rest. 
He let 
the bfg of coal fall so noisely that a 
singer in a nearby room became so 
startled she lost her melody. 
Th© door 
was yarned and a stout woman looked 
in amazement at him. 
Seeing 
his 
neat appearance and observing the coal 


s h 
e exclaimed, ‘What kind of a coal 
man are yon?' 
He explained hi* m is­ 
sion aud discovered that th© neighbor 
Iv spirit I* not sufficiently developed 
in the tenements. 
The woman didn’t 
know of the suffering ones. 
“ Friends, 
get 
acquainted 
with 
your neighbors. 
What do yon live for 
anyway? For your own selfish pleas 
are? Or do you recognize the brother­ 
hood of,man and the good old maxim, 
‘Live and let live?’ 
“ Nowadays it is pretty hard to ac­ 
knowledge the claim of those about us 


upon our efforts, oar purposes, aud 
our affections 
But to be a Christian 
we mnst admit this fact 
Our efforts 
should not be selfish, our 
purposes 
most not injute others, and our affec­ 
tions must not be centered too much 
upon a favored few. 
And I believe 
Noble township 
and 
likewise 
the 
whole county, needs more of our open­ 
hearted affection than any thing else. 
“ Friends, in time of deepest gloom, 
of the moat intense sorrow, when the 
heart is burdened beyond its strength, 
what does man cry for? For sympa­ 
thy, for kindness, for love. 
In our 
daily pursuits and in our home affilia 
tions, w e.become so occupied that it 
is easv to forget thoro about us. 
think oftentimes we fail to be kind 
and to offer succor because in our 
blind haste to live our life, we do not 
take time to look around us and- see 
the need. 
Because yon are prosperous 
and happy and are contented with 
your lot, do not for a moment think 
all of thoro about you are enjoying the 
same conditions. 
“ The old argument that you made 
your own way. and others can do 
likewise, 
that 
you are 
not 
your 
brother’s keeper, is as unchristian as 
it is unkind. 
To a degree you are re 
sponsible and yon are your brother’ 
keeper. 
This 
responsibility is the 
highest and most unselfish duty that 
comes to man. 
It to the command 
ment of God. 
It the milk of human 
kindness 
flowed from the souls of 
men like patriotic blood upon battle 
fields, like the^watern'which cover the 
seas, then 
indeed, would we be a 
Christian people and would the glory 
of God lighten our countenances and

ing county of the State last year, and 
having such a large number of farmers 
and several lecturers interested in this 
work, it was decided to hold the first 
meeting in this city. 
Aud when the 
Purdue Corn Special aas here recent­ 
ly, arrangements were made to that 
end. 
These district meetings will »erve as 
a practical means of carrying on iii© 
work more extensively among the far­ 
mers. 
lecturers and expert* from the 
University 
w ill be here, and 
the 
work of Ute meeting, which will last 
throughout a week, will be identically 
the same as carried on at the annual 
meeting at the University. 
Special 
stress will be laid on tile subject of 
corn, and th© selection of seed corn. 
A car load of horses, from some of 
the best 
importing [firms will 
be 
brought to this city. 
In this exhibit 
will be found all the different breeds 
of 
th© 
higher class draft 
horses. 
Labarmtory work w ill be taken up each 
morning, and this work w ill consist 
of study, after the order of the vari­ 
ous schools.

return th e work to private h ands. 
Th e city of Rich mond, Ind., is in th e 
m idst of grabbling with 
th e same 
problem. 
I* is not th e function of a 
Republican form of governm ent—or 
any portion of it—to engage in busi­ 
ness 
enterprises. 
A 
Republican 
government is a government “ of th e 
people, by th e people and for th e peo­ 
ple,*’ and it sh ould not usurp a busi­ 
ness by wh ich people earn bread and 
butter, nor come in competition with 
th em. 
Th is idea is more and more 
gaining 
groond to th e extent th at 
some people even th ink th e postal ser­ 
vice sh ould be condncted by private 
parties, and a Ch icago man h as sub 
miwtad a proposition to th at effect. 
M unicipal ownersh ip of public utili­ 
ties is always a'step toward Socialism.

from wh at th ey are h ere th at an eigh t 
h our day would h e absurd, just as It 
Is absurd, so far as th e isth mus Is con­ 
cerned, wh ere wh ite labor cannot be 
employed, to both er as to wh eth er th e 
necessary work Is done by alien black 
men or by alien yellow men, 
Itut th e 
wageworkers of th e United States are 
of so h igh a grade th at alike from th e 
merely industrial standpoint and from 
th e civic standpoint It sh ould be our 
object to do wh at we can in th e tllrec 
tlon of securing th e general observance 
of an eigh t h our day. 
Let me again urge th at th e congress 
provide for a th orough Investigation 
of th e conditions of ch ild labor and of 
th e labor of women In th e United 
States. 
Th e h orrors Incident to th e 
employment of young ch ildren lu fac­ 
tories or at work anywh ere are a blot 
on our civilization 
In spite of all precautions exercised 
by employers th ere are unavoidable ae- 
cldeuts and even death s Involved In 
uearly every line of business connect 
ed with th e mech anic arts. 
It Is a 
great social injustice to compel th e em­ 
ployee. or, rath er, th e family of th e 
killed or disabled victim, to bear th e 
entire burden of such an Inevitable 
sacrifice. I11 oth er words, society sh irks 
Its duty by laying th e wh ole cost on 
th e victim, wh ereas th e injury comes 
from wh at may t>e called th e legiti­ 
mate risks of th e trade. Compensation 
for accidents or death s due in any line 
of industry to th e actual conditions uu 
der wh ich th at industry Is carried on 
sh ould be paid by th at portion of th e 
community for th e benefit of wh ich 
th e industry Is carried ou—th at is. by 
th ose wh o profit by th e Industry. 
If 
th e entire trade risk Is placed upon th e 
employer, be' will promptly and prop­ 
erly add It to th e legitimate cost of pro- 
ductiou aud assess it proportionately 
upon th e consumers of h is commodity. 
It is th erefore clear to my mind th at 
th e law sh ould place th is entire “risk 
of a trade*’ upon th e employer. 


Capital and l.abo r Disputes. 
Records sh ow th at during th e twen­ 
ty years from Jan. 1, 18 8 1, to Dec. 31, 
19 00, th ere were strikes affecting 117,- 
509 establish ments, and 6,105.69 4 em­ 
ployees were th rown out of employ­ 
ment. 
During th e same period th ere 
were 1.005 lockouts, involving uearly 
10,000 establish ments, th rowing over 
1,000,01X1 people out of employment 
Th ese strikes and lockouts Involved an 
estimated loss to employees of $,307, 
000,(XX) and to employers of $143,000. 
000, a total of $430,000,09 0 
Th e public 
suffem l directly and Indirectly prolv 
ably as groat additional loss. 
Many of th ese strikes and lockouts 
would not h ave occurred h ad th e par­ 
ties to th e dispute been required to 
appear iiefore an unprejudiced body 
representing th e nation and. face to 
face, slate th e reasons for th eir con 


tention. 
TBe exercise of a Judicial 
spirit by a disinterested body repre­ 
senting th e federal government, suck 
as would be provided by a commission 
on conciliation and arbitration, would, 
tend to create an atmosph ere of friend­ 
liness and conciliation between con­ 
tending parties. 
Co ntro l o f Co rpo ratio n*. 
It cannot too often be repeated th at 
experience h as conclusively sh own th e 
impossibility of securing by th e actions 
of nearly h alf a h undred different state 
legislatures anyth ing but ineffective 
ch aos in th e way of dealing with th e 
great corporations wh ich do not oper­ 
ate exclusively with in th e limits of 
any one state. In some meth od, wh eth ­ 
er by a national license law or In oth er 
fash ion, we must exercise, and th at at 
an early date, n far mo*« * complete 
control th an at present over th ese great 
corporations—-a control th at will, among 
oth er th ings, prevent th e evils of ex 
cessive overcapitalization and th at will 
compel th e disclosure by each big cor 
poration of its stockh olders and of Its 
properties and business, wh eth er own­ 
ed directly or th rough subsidiary or 
affiliated corporations 
Th is will tend 
to put a stop to th e securing of inor­ 
dinate profits by favored individuals at 
th e expense wh eth er of th e general 
public, th e stockh olders or th e wage­ 
workers. 
Our effort sh ould be not so 
much to prevent consolidation as such , 
but so to supervise and control It as 
to see th at it results in no h arm to th e 
people. 
Combination of capital, like combina­ 
tion of labor, is a necessary element of 
our present industrial system. 
It is 
not possible completely to prevent it, 
and if it were possible such complete 
prevention would do damage to th e 
body politic. 
W h at we need is not 
vainly to try to prevent all combina­ 
tion, but to secure such rigorous and 
adequate control and supervision of 
th e combinations ns to prevent th eir 
injuring th e public or existing in such 
form as inevitably to th reaten injury, 
for th e mere fact th at a combination 
h as secured practically complete con­ 
trol of a necessary of life would under 
any circumstances sh ow th at such 
combination was to be presumed to be 
adverse to th e public interest. 
It is 
unfortunate 
th at our present laws 
sh ould forbid all combinations instead 
of 
sh arply 
discriminating 
between 
th ose combinations wh ich do good and 
th ose combinations wh ich do evil. Re­ 
bates, for instance, are as often due to 
th e pressure of big sh ippers (as was 
sh own 
in th e Investigation of th e 
Standard Oil company and as h as been 
sh own since by th e investigatior of 
th e tobacco aud sugar trusts» as to th e 
initiative of big railroads. 
Often rail­ 
roads would like to combine for th e 
purpose of preventing a big sh ipper 
from maintaining improper advantages 
at th e exj» f» se of small sh ippers and 
of th e geueral public. Such a combina­ 
tion, instead of l» eiug forbidden by law, 
sh ould be favored. 
In oth er words, it 
sh ould be permitted to railroa< » to 
make agreements, provided th ese agree­ 
ments were sanctioned by th e inter­ 
state commerce commission and were 
publish ed. 
With th ese two conditions 
complied with it is impossible to see 
wh at h arm such a combination could 
do to th e public at large. 
I nli« -ritM 
Mud Inco m e Tax . 
Th e national government h as long 
derived Its ch ief revenue from a tariff 
on imports and from an internal or ex­ 
cise tax. In additiou to th ese, th ere is 
every reason wh y wh en next our sys­ 
tem of taxation Is revised, th e national 
governmer sh ould Impose a graduated 
Inh eritance tax and, If possible, a grad­ 
uated Income tax. 
I am well aware th at such a subject 
as th is needs long und careful study In 
order th at th e people may become fa 
miliar with wh at is proposed to be* 
done, may clearly see th e necessity of 
proceeding with wisdom and self re­ 
straint and may make up th eir minds 
Just h ow far th ey are willing to go in 
th e matter, wh ile only trained legists 
tors can work out th e project in neces­ 
sary detail. But 1 feel th at in th e near 
future our national legislators sh ould 
enact a law providing for a graduated 
inh eritance tax by wh ich a steadily in­ 
creasing rate of duty sh ould be put 
upon all moneys or oth er valuables 
comiug by gift, bequest or devise to 
any Individual or corporation. Th ere 
can be 110 question of th e eth ical pro­ 
priety of th e government th us deter 
mining th e conditions upon wh ich any 
gift or inh eritance sh ould be received. 
As th e law now stands it is undoubt­ 
edly difficult to devise a national in­ 
come tax wh ich sh all be constitutional. 
But wh eth er it is absolutely Impossible 
Is anoth er question, and if possible it 
is most certainly desirable. Th e first 
purely Income tax law was passed by 
th e congress In 18 61. but th e most Im­ 
portant law dealing with th e subject 
was th at of 18 94. Th is th e court h eld 
to be unconstitutional. 
Th e questlofi is undoubtedly very in­ 
tricate. delicate aud troublesome. Th e 
decision of th e court w« s ouly reach ed 
by oue majority. It is th e law of tbe 
land and of course is accepted as such 
aud loyally obeyed by an good citizens. 
Neverth eless th e h esitation evidently 
felt by th e court as a wh ole in coming 
to a conclusion, wh en considered to­ 
geth er with previous decisions on th e 
subject, may i>erh aps indicate th e pos 
sibiiity of devising a constitutional in­ 
come tax law wh ich sh all substantially 
accomplish th e results aimed at. Th e 
difficulty of amending th e constitution 
Is so groat th at only real necessity can 
justify a resort th ereto. Every effort 
sh ould h e made in dealing with th is 
subject, as with tbe subject of th e 
proiH'r control by th e national govern­ 
ment over th e use of corporate wealth 
In interstate business, to devise legis­ 
lation wh ich with out such actiou sh all 
attain tbe desired end, but if th is falls 
th ere will ultimately bo no alternative 
to a constitutional amendment. 
Industrial Trninin* 
Our Industrial development depends 
largely upon tech nical education. In­ 


cluding in th is term all industrial edu­ 
cation. from th at wh ich fits a man to 
be a good mech anic, a good carpenter 
or blacksmith to th at wh ich fits a man 
to «>*> th e greatest engineering feat. 
Th e -» killed mech anic, th e skilled work­ 
man. can best become such by tech ­ 
nical industrial education. 
Tbe far 
reach ing usefulness of institutes of 
tech nology aud sch ools of mines or of 
engineering 
is 
now 
universally ac­ 
knowledged, rjnd no less far reach ing 
is th e effect of a good building or me­ 
ch anical trades sch ool, a textile or 
watch making or engraving sch ool. 
In every possible way we sh ould h elp 
th e wageworker wh o toils with h is 
h ands and wh o must (we h ope in a 
constantly 
increasing measure» also 
toil with Uis brain. Under th e constitu­ 
tion th e national legislature can do but 
little of direct importance for h is wel­ 
fare save wh ere h e is engaged in work 
wh ich permits it to act under th e in­ 
terstate commerce clause of tbe consti­ 
tution, and th is is one reason wh y I 
so earnestly h ope th at both th e legis­ 
lative and Judicial branch es of th e g o v­ 
ern men t will construe th is clause of 
th e constitution in th e broadest possi­ 
ble manner. 
Tkr Farmer. 
Th e only oth er persons wh ose wel­ 
fare is as vital to th e welfare of tbe 
wh ole country as is th e welfare of th e 
wageworkers are th e" tillers of th e soil, 
th e farmers. 
Several factors m ust co-operate in 
th e Improvement of th e farm er’s con­ 
dition. 
He must h ave th e ch ance to 
be educated in tbe widest possible 
sense, in th e sense wh ich keeps ever in 
view th e intimate relationsh ip between 
tbe th eory of education and th e facts 
of life. 
Organization h as become necessary 
in tbe business world, and it h as ac­ 
complish ed much for good in th e world 
of labor. 
It is no less necessary for 
farmers: Such 
a movement as 
th e 
grange movement is good in itself and 
is capable of a well nigh infinite fur­ 
th er extension for good so long as it is 
kept to its own legitimate business. 
Tbe benefits to be derived by th e as­ 
sociation 
of farmers for mutual ad­ 
vantage are partly economic and part­ 
ly sociological. 
Irrigatio n and Fo rest Preserv atio n. 
Much Is now beiug dome for th e 
states of th e Rocky mountains and 
great plains th rough th e development 
of th e national policy of irrigation and 
forest preservation. 
No government 
policy for th e betterm ent of our inter 
nal conditions h as been more fruitful 
of good th an th is. 


D iv o rce L egislatio n. 
I am well aware of h ow’ difficult It Is 
to pass a constitutional amendment. 
Neverth eless, 
in 
my judgment, th e 
wh ole question of marriage and di­ 
vorce sh ould be relegated to th e au­ 
th ority of th e national congress. 
Th e 
ch ange would be good from every 
standpoint. 
In particular it would be 
good because it would confer on th e 
congress th e power at once to deal 
radically and efficiently with poly gamy, 
and th is sh ould be done wh eth er or 
not marriage and divorce are dealt 
with . 
It is neith er safe nor proper to 
leave th e question of polygamy to be 
dealt With by th e several states. 


Merrhant M a r i n e . 
Let me ouce again call th e attention 
of th e cougress to two subjects con 
corning wh ich 1 h ave frequently be­ 
fore communicated with th em. 
One is 
th e question of developing American i 
sh ipping. 
1 trust th at a law embody- j 
ing In substance th e views or n major j 
part of th e views expressed in th e re J 
port on th is subject laid before th e 
h ouse at its last session w ill be passed. 
It seems to me th at th e proposed meas ( 
ure is ns nearly unobjectionable ns any 
cau l*e. 
Tin* C urrent'? . 
I especially call your attention to th e 
second subject, th e condition of our 
curreuey lairs. Th e national bank act 
h as ably.served a great purpose in aid 
Ing th e enormous 
business 
develop 
meat of th e country, and with in ten 
years th ere h as been an increase in 
circulation per capita from $21.41 to 
$33.68 . 
For several years evidence h as 
been accumulating th at additional leg 
islation Is needed. 
Th e recurrence of 
each crop season emph asises th e de­ 
fects of th e present laws. Th ere must 
soon l» e a revision of th em, because 
to leave th em as th ey are means to in­ 
cur liability of business disaster. Since 
your body adjourned th ere h as l>een a 
fluctuation 
in th e interest on call 
money from 2 per cent to 30 per cent, 
and th e fluctuation was even greater 
during th e preceding six mouth s. Th e 
secretary of th e treasury h ad to step 
in and by wise action put a stop to th e 
most violent period of oscillation. 
I do not press any especial plan. Va­ 
rious plans h ave recently been pro­ 
posed by expert committees of bank­ 
ers. Among th e plans wh ich are possi­ 
bly feasible and wh ich certainly sh oukl 
receive your consideration Is th at re­ 
peatedly brough t to your attention by 
th e present secretary of th e treasury, 
th e essential features of wh ich h ave 
been approved by many 
prominent 
bankers aud business men. According 
to th is plan, national banks sh ould be 
permitted to issue a specified propor­ 
tion of th eir capital In notes of a given 
kind, th e Issue to be taxed at so h igh 
a rate as to drive th e notes back wh en 
not wanted In legitimate trade. Th is 
plan would not permit th e issue of 
currency to give h ank* additional prof 
its, but to meet th e emergeuey present 
ed by times of stringency. 
I do not say th at th is is tin* righ t sy* 
tern 
I only advance It to emph asise 
my belief th at th ere is need for th e 
adoption of some system wh ich sh all, 
be aut un;?tie and open to all sound 
bank« so as to avod nil possibility of, 
discrimination and favoritism 
Th e law sh ould lx* amended so a* * 
specifically to prov de th at th e fond*; 
derived 
.*,.m customs duties may 
Imj 
treated ly tie* « eordary of th e trcas ’ 


ury as be treats funds obtained under 
th e 
internal 
revenue 
laws. 
Th ere 
sh ould be a considerable increase in 
bills of « mall denominations. Permis­ 
sion sh ould be given banks, if necessa­ 
ry under settled restrictions, to retire 
th eir circulation to a larger amount 
th an th ree millions a month . 


Oar Oatljriaf? Pos sessions. 
I most earnestly h ope th at tbe bill to 
provide a lower tariff for or else abso­ 
lute free trade in Ph ilippine products 
will become a law. No h arm will come 
to any American industry, and. wh ile 
th ere will be some small but real mate­ 
rial benefit to th e Filipinos, th e main 
benefit will come by tbe sh owing made 
as to our purpose to do ail in our power 
for th eir welfare. 
Po r t o H tr a n Affairs. 
American citizensh ip sh ould l>e con­ 
ferred on th e citizens of Porto Rico. 
Th e h arbor of San Juau. in Porto Rico, 
sh ould be dredge« ! and Improved. Th e 
expenses of th e federal court of Porto 
Rico sh oukl be met from tbe federal 
treasury. 
Hawaii. 
Tbe needs of Hawaii are peculiar. 
Every aid sh ould be given th e islands, 
and our efforts sh ould be unceasing to 
develop th em along th e lines of a com­ 
munity of small freeh olders, not of 
great planters with cooly tilled es­ 
tates. 
A l a s k a . 
Alaska's needs h ave been partially 
met, but th ere must be a complete re­ 
organization of tbe governmental sys­ 
tem, as I h ave before Indicated to you. 
I ask your especial attention to th is. 
Our fellow citizens wh o dwell on th e 
sh ores of Puget sound with ch aracter­ 
istic energy are arranging to h old in 
Seattle th e Alaska-Yukon-Pacific ex­ 
position. 
Th is exposition in its pur­ 
poses and scope sh ould appeal not only 
to th e people of th e Pacific slope, but 
to th e. people of th e United States at 
large. 
( ti g h ts of A li e n s . 
Not oniy must we treat all nations 
fairly, but we must treat with justice 
and good will all immigrants wh o come 
h ere under tbe law. 
Wh eth er th ey are 
Cath olic or Protestant, Jew or gentile, 
wh eth er th ey come from England or 
Germany. Russia, Japan or Italy, m at­ 
ters noth ing. 
All we h ave a righ t to 
question Is th e man’s conduct 
If h e 
is h onest and uprigh t In h is dealings 
with h is neigh ltor and with th e state, 
th en h e is entitled to re» i>ect and good 
treatment. 
Especially do we need to 
remember our duty to th e stranger 
with in our gates. 
It is th e sure mark 
of 0 *~w civilization, a low morality, to 
abuse or discriminate against or in any 
way h umiliate such Rtrunger wh o h as 
come h ere lawfully and wh o is con­ 
ducting h imself properly. 
To remem­ 
ber th is Is incumbent ou every Amer­ 
ican citizen, and it is of course peeul 
iarly incumbent on every government 
official, wh eth er of th e nation or of 
tbe several states. 
I am prompted to say th is by th e 
attitude of h ostility h ere nud th ere as­ 
sumed toward th e Japanese in th is 
coyntry. Th is h ostility is sporadic and 
is limited to a very few places. Never­ 
th eless it Is most discreditable to us 
as a people, and it may l>e fraugh t 
with th e gravest consequences to th e. 
nation. 
I ask fair treatm ent for th e Japanese 
as I would ask fair treatm ent for Ger­ 
mans or English men. French men, Rus­ 
sians or Italians. I ask It ns due to 
h umanity and civilization 
1 ask it ns 
due to ourselves, because we must act 
uprigh tly toward all men. 
I recom­ 
mend to th e congress th at an act be 
passed specifically providing for th e 
naturalization of Japanese wh o come 
h ere intending to become American cit­ 
izens. 
One of th e great em barrass­ 
ments attending tbe performance of 
our international obligations Is th e 
fact th at th e statutes of th e United 
States are entirely inadequate. Th ey 
fall to give to th e national government 
sufficiently ample power, th rough U nit-! 
eel State's courts atiel by tbe use of th e 
army and navy, to protect aliens in th e 
righ ts seen reel to th em under solemn 
treaties wh ich are th e law of th e land. 
I th erefor« * earnestly receMnmeiuI th at 
th e crimiual and civil statutes of th e 
Uni fed States be so ameudi'd nnd add­ 
ed to as to enable th e president, acting 
for th e 
United 
States government, 
wh ich is responsible in our interna­ 
tional relations, to enforce th e righ ts 
of aliens under treaties.

S e s l l n c . 
Th e destruction of th e Pribllof is­ 
land fur seals by pelagic sealing still 
continues. Th e h erd, wh ich , according 
to th e surve y made In 18 74 by direc­ 
tion of th e congress, numbered 4,700,- 
000, and wh ich , according to th e sur­ 
vey of both American and Canadian 
commissioners in 18 91, amounted to 
1,000,000, h as now been re« luced to 
about 18 0.000. 
Th is result h as been 
brough t about by Canadian and some 
oth er sealing vessels killing th e female 
seals wh ile in th e water during th eir 
annual pilgrimage to and from th e 
south or in search of food. 
Th e process of destruction h as been 
accelerated during recent years by th e 
appearance of a number of Japanese 
vessels engaged In pelagic sealing. 
Suitable 
representations 
regarding 
th e incident h ave been made to th e 
government of Japan, and we are as­ 
sure« ! th at all practicable measures will 
be taken by th at country to prevent 
any recnrren« *e of th e outrage. 
We h ave not relaxed our efforts to 
secure an agreement with Great Brit­ 
ain for adequate protection of th e seal 
h erd, an« l negotiations with Japan for 
th e same purpose are in progress.
